In a letter to CJiiilrnmn Bulley ot ihc senate 
commerce committee, Mr. Snyder askccl that 
the pending ship sales bill be amended to 
allow forelijn competitors equal opportunity 
with American lines lor purchases and trade- 
ins. He also asHed that lorelgners Ud permit- 
ted to charter American vessels. 

Mr. Snyder'fl motives are undoubtedly 
fiound. He defends his proposals by sayliiR: 
"We live In a world In which our own safety 
and prosperity are directly dependent on the 
maintenance ot friendly relations with other 
countries and on their economic progress as 
well a* our own." 

That la true enough. But there Is a posal- 
bllity that, with Mr. Snyder's program, we 
might be lurtherlng foreign economic pro- 
gress at some oxpenso to ours. For what ap- 
pears to bo an equal opportunity (or foreign 
and domestic purcha-sers la actually an ad- 

. vantage to the (ormer, since operating cosLa 
ot this country's merchant marine are higher 
than those of any other. 

Further, our "surplus" ol merchant ships 
U more apparent than real. Much of It Is in 
Liberty ahlps. These small, slow, outdated 

. vessels could not be operated profltab"ly by 
AmerlcaiiH In International competition, and 
It la ubilkely that mariy'other nations would 
tbcm. 

The question then would fieem to ba wheth- 
er we wish to ask our owa shippers to com- 
pete In the open market for modern-type 
shijis which foreign purchasers, with their 
low wage scales, could operate more cheaply. 

The answer to that might be dl((erent II 
wo had monopolized prewar shipping. But 
the prewar deadweight tonnage o( our me; 
ohant fleet waa lesA than hall that of Great 
Britain. JVnd only about 25 per cent of our 
prewar foreign trade waa carried In American 
vessela. 

Our maritime commission docs not want to 
monopolize the transportation o( world trade. 
It doas not want lo compete for trade be- 
tween foreign ports. But It does feci that 
Amarlcan ahlps should carry at least 50 per 
oent ol American trade. 

Among this country's current problems Is 
that of Ilndlng Jobs lor many experienced 

■ merchant seamen. This means IlntUng car- 
goes for American ships. And neither Jobs nor 

■ cargoes will be forthcoming if foreign com- 
; petltor* can olfer equally fast service at less 
' cost. 

In addition to this there Is the necessity of 
keeping an adequate merchant marine as 
an important part of our national defense. 
The beginning of the recent war lound our 
chipping In deplorable condition. That rLsk 
should not be run again. One way of avoid- 
ing It Ilea In giving our .shippers first choice 
of what they and tlie country need. 



END OF A TUHNCOAT 

The trial of Pierre Laval may hnve been a 
travesty on the normal procedure of French 
Justice. But can anyone believe that the crime 
of Laval was of a nature to demand or de- 
serve that Justice? The record of his misdeeds 
U written (or all the world to .^ee, l^he his- 
tory of the war and. more vividly. In tlie lives 
and deaths of Frenchmen who sutlercd 
through his treachery. 

Laval's trial was, as Tom Wolf recently 
wrote from Paris, the "revolution by law" 
Which General do Gaulle promised. It was. In 
the light of Laval's treachery, a fair and mod- 
erate trial, for all the emotion which his 
goading shrewdness called forth. 

It cannot be said o( Laval, as It was of 
PetaJn, that France herself was on trial. Pe- 
taln was a confused, bigoted, reactlonarj- and 
politically stupid ojd man. Ills mistakes re- 
flected much of the mistaken peacetime 
thinking of hb countrymen. 

But Laval was an ambitious Jackal, loyal 
to no ono but himself, apparently despised 
as heartily by the aazis whom he fawned 
upon as by the people whom he betrayed. 
His sentence was a triumph of Justice, no 
matter how Irregularly that sentence may 
havs been reached.
